In the course of the night Kliewson’'s 
horse, one of the kind that could not be 
affected by the breeders’ law if it lived in 
St. Louis, tired of its environments in 
Klawson’s premises, broke out and wan- 
dered hopefully into Bennett’s back yard. 
The apples pleased it, and, good digestion 
waiting admirably on appetite, it ate nearly 
all the contents of both barrels. 

Bennett, hurrying out early in the mor- 
ning to begin selling his apples, found 
them missing. The horse was present, and 
its apple breath immediately convinced 
Bennett of the manner in which the apples 
had disappeared.

Bennett's angry remonstrances provoked

Klawson positively could not see it that 
way, and swore out a writ of replevin in 
Judge Driscoll's court. A constable went 
with the triumphant Klawson and the 
horse, still enjoying the apple feast, was 
taken away. 

Klawson was satisfied, and did not 
think it necessary to appear in court 
when the final hearing of the replevin 
suit was heard. The result was that a 
verdict was given Bennett, and Bennett, 
now triumphant, went With a constable to 
Klawson’s back yard and lassoed the ap- 
ple-loving beast of burden. 

Klawson was not pleased and appeal- 
ed the case. It was taken into the City 
Court Saturday morning, and both men 
say they will fight it to a finish. The 
original demand for $7 for apples and 
$1 for impounding the apple-eater is al- 
ready rendered diminutive by the costa,

great character could achieve: 

Does anybody in this country ever try 
to realize to himself the environment in 
which the Czar has to do his work? There 
isn’t a step he takes, on even the grounds 
of his own palaces, where he may not ex- 
pect to see rising before him the hideous 
spectre of sudden and painful death by an 
explosion through the solid ground. There 
is not a man around or beside him who 
may not be a member of one of the socie- 
ties that have sworn to kill him. There is 
not a minister or official who may not be 
a member of that other and even more for- 
midable conspiracy which is even closer to 
him—the conepiracy of the bureaucrats who 
feel that their power is trembling in the 
balance, and who would rather murdef a 
Czar than submit to one who dethroned 
them from power, wealth, pillage—all the 
other fine things of HMfe which they and 
theirs now envy. One of the things I read 
with poignant interest within the last few 
days in the papers was a description of a 
scene—I don’t know that it ever took place

Dynamite has failed utterly to break the 
lce blockade. Tried near the first river 
picr of Eads bridge, where the ice is frozen 
to-the bottom of the river and is 18 and 20 
feet thick it could only hurl aloft a geyser 
of ice and water. In separating the solid 
ice its effects were nil. Capt. Thomas 
Cooney of the harbor boat Mark Twain, 
who has been engaged in trying to open 
the harbor with explosives said Friday aft- 
ernoon that he would probably give up the 
use of dynamite.

When anyone in the employ of the finan- 
cial company wants so inuch as a pencil 
thet pencil must be issued by Miss Nird- 
linger, Same way with erasers and pens 
and stationery and other things needful 
in the carrying on of a big business. 

She has no assistants, directs no one and 
receives few directions. ‘I’m the head and 
the tail of my department,’’ she said when 
I asked her concerning those who gave her 
help. 

She must know business. Must be famil- 
iar with the needs of the various, depart- 
ments and must stand ready to work out 
advertising schemes for those that do not 
advance as they should. Those plans are 
surhitted to the officials and if approved 
carried out.

Bade Friends Farewell, Went

“When we refused to accept the offer 
and told him what the agent agreed to 
pay us, he declared he had not authorized 
the agent to make such an offer, and if we 
did not remain and work until we had paid 
for our transportation, which he had ad- 
vanced, we would be arrested, fined $50, 
whipped and be conipelled to remain at the 
state farm prison and work out the fine at 
17 ccnts a day. 

“Many of them escaped, but were cap- 
tured In the swamps, whipped and re- 
turned to work or compelled to go to prsi- 
on. Some made their way to raliroads and 
returned to Marion. I made one attempt, 
was captured by guards, who were armed 
with guns, and wus compelled to feturn to 
work. I made the second attempt and aft- 
er four days spent in the swamps without 
fobd I arrived at a railroad station and 
told my story to a railroad engineer, who 
knew it was true. He allowed me to ride 
on his engine until I had crossed the state 
line. I was Without funds and rode in 
freight cars the remainder of the way. 

“The planters of the state have labor 
jaws that are outrageous and the white 
laborer is a slave as much as the black 
man was before the war. 

“A number of Marion men are in Missis- 
sippi with their families. They are abso- 
lutely helpless; they are unable to get out 
of debt with the planter for whom they 
work. as he Owns the general store which 
supplies all the workmen with provisions, 
which .are charged against the labor ac- 
count. ‘The account always is more than 
the amount due for services. 

“We have had the experience and will 
apply to our representative in Congress, 
and if necessary will appeal to the, Presi- 
dent for an investigation of the affair and 
demand the release of our friends who are 
being held in bundage.”’

EQUITABLE ROW 
MAY BE. RENEWED 


Unless James H. Hyde Changes 
Plan for Mutualization, In- 
surance War Will Continue. 


FIGHT IS OVER BIG SURPLUS 


President Alexander Opposes 
Scheme to Pay Enormous Sum 
for Surrender of Power. 


By Leased Wire From the New York Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—The committee of 
seven. appointed to perfect plans for mu- 
lualizing the great Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society on a basis which will trans- 
fer‘ the power to elect directors fromm the 
few holders of $100,000 of capital stock. to 
the 600,000 policy-holders of the company 
has failed «to reach an agreement 

The open war which ‘was temporarily 

stifled by thé appointment of the cemmit- 
tee will soon break out again on wider 
lines than heretofore, unless James UH. 
HIiyde and his friends in the company 
rudically modify their plan for mutualiz- 
ing. . 
The crux of the fight as it now stands’ is 
whether the $81,000,000 surplus of the com- 
pany shall be mulcted to pay the stock- 
holders an enormous sum for the surrender 
of the voting power or to buy from Mr. 
Hyde his majority stockholdings at a fig- 
ure exceeding 6,000,000. F 

I'resident James Alexander has taken a 
firm stand against any raid on the surplus 
of the company. 

At the last meeting of the committee of 
seven he made it plain that he was i rev- 
ocably on the side of the policy holiers 
and that any plan which would uniairly 
deprive them of a single dollar which was 
legally theirs would be opposed by him 
by every means at his disposal. 

This was taken to mean fthat, if neces- 
sary, the courts would be resorted to, both 


civil and criminal. 

At this: meeting President Alexinder 
made it clear: 

1. That he did not consider that the 
stockholkiders were rightfully entit'ed to $1 
for surrendering control of the $81,000,000. 

2. That he did not consider the stock- 
holders were rightfully entitled to $1 for 
surrendering contro! of the assets cf $:738,- 


,000. 

3. That he considerel that both the sr- 
plus of $81,000,000 and the assets of $478,0'0.- 
000 belonged in their entirety to the p»l- 
cy holders, as these sums were mace up 
of the surplus premiums over ard above 
the expenses and claims paid by tne con- 
pany. 

4. That if Mr. Hyde decided t> sell his 
51 per cent of the cipital stceck of the 
Equitable back to the society, the shares 
should only be paid for on the basis.of any 
other gilt-edged 7 per cent stock—that Is, 
about $200 a share, or at the outside, $250 
a share.

Hattie Woods, Woman Alleging 
Pay Was Due Her as Servant, - 
Got Verdict for $2000. 


Morris Kauffman of 8962 Olive street has 
moved for @ new trial] of the suit in’ Judge 
Douglas’ division of the Circuit Court, in 
which Hattle Woods got a verdict for 
$2000 against him. Miss Woods sued 
for - 4752, which she. said was due 
her for wages for services rendered 
during 2 years that she was em- 
ployed in Mr. Kauffman's household. Sev- 
eral months ago she left there and went to 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Ivan Skobel, 
3945 Olive street. The jury decided that 
she should be paid for. her services, but 
granted less than one-half of the sum she 
claimed. : 

The suit hung, upon the question of 
whether the board, lodging and clothing 
furnished the plaintiff during the long pe- 
riod that she was in Mr. Kauffman’'s home 
was sufficient return for the services she 
performed, and whether it had ever been 
promised, directly or indirectly, that she 
should be paid wages. The court in in- 
structing the jury, left the jury the sole 
judge of these questions, the evidence both 
pro and con being before it. 

The testimony of the plaintiff? showed 
that Miss Woods entered the employ of 
Mr. Kauffman in the summer of 1882, when 
Kauffman had a small store on Olive 
street, between Twelfth and Thirteenth 
Streets. She remained in bis home until the 
winter of 1908-4, when she left and went 
into the home of Ivan and Mrs. Skobel. 
Testimony was introduced in an effort to 
prove that during that time she performed 
services whose value was greatly in ex- 
cess of the amount which she received in 
clothing, board and lodging, and it was 
also testified that she did not receive the 
best treatment. Fault was found with the 
quality of clothes given her, the room fur- 
nished her, and-the general treatment ac- 
corded her. 

Kauffman and his witnesses attempted 
to disprove these allegations. Mrs. Sarah 
G, McIntyre of 3816 Delmar boulevard, told 
the early history of the plaintiff. Mrs. 
McIntyre said she first met Miss Woods 
when she was 8 or 9.years old. Mrs. 
McIntyre, her husband and their child 
were living in. Cincinnati and wanted a 
nurse girl. They went to the, children’s 
home at Newport, Ky., and got Hattie 
Woods, who, she testified, had been de- 
serted by her father and mother. She 
was not “bright,”’ the allegation being 
that she had been struck by her father 
and had become subject to epileptic fits. 
McIntyre signed an agreement to keep the 
girl until she was 21 years old, and she 
was duly bound to him. The agreement 
was that he was to educate, clothe and 
take care of her: if she was willing to 
Stay with them after she was 21, ' they 
were to pay her wages. MelIntyre sent 
her to school, but she could not learn, 
ind was sent home. Mrs. MelIntyre after- 
ward tried to teach her at home. She 
remained with the McIntyre family 10 or 11 
years and then ran away. Mrs. McIntyre 
testified to recurrences of epileptic spells, 
her incompetence in household work and 
her inability to care for herself at times. 

Kaufman told of taking the girl into his 
hume a few months after she ran away 
from the McIntyre home. He said she 


frequently passed his store, and one day 
asked him for employment. She said, he 
testified, that “‘all she wanted was a home 
where she could get her room and board 
and clothes, and in a small family.” 
Kauffman at the time had three children. 
He said the weman told him a “hard luck 
story,’’ and he felt sorry for her. She said 
she was boarding with negroes, and he de- 


: 


He said his wife was not favorable to the 
plan, but he employed the girl and she 
came to live with them. He said he asked 
her at the time if she ‘“‘would be bf gen 
to take a place where she gets board an 
lodging and no pay and my wife did help 
to do the work; all she had to do was to 
help clean up the store and two or three 
rooms." “She said,” he testified, ‘‘she 
never had any pay before and she didn’t 
know what money was.”’ 

Kauffman told of her long residence in 
his home, and in answer to a direct ques- 
tion said she never asked for pay. 

He referred to her attacks of epilepsy as 
“spells,” and said she had them frequent- 
ly—‘‘sometimes every day, and sometimes 
once a week.’ She would become quite 
helpless, would fall down and would be in 
bed for three days, or even for a week or 
two weeks. He could not allow her to car- 
ry the children because she had told him 
she once dropped a child from her arms 
when a “‘spell’’ came on her suddenly. 
tie testified that at times she did a little 
of the family washing, and that at other 
times she would do a ng of the janitor’s 
work, He said his wife would not permit 
her ts cook for the family. or to wait on 
the table. ‘‘All she had to do was to get 
up in’ the morning and provide breakfast 
for the janitor, sweep the dining room with 
a carpet sweeper, wash the dishes, and 
clean one of the six rooms of the house 
each day’ 

The room she occupied, he said, was in 
“what she called the basement,’’ and was 
finished, fitted with hot and cold water, 
00d bed, dresser, trunk and gas. There 
were pipes that heated the room.” 

Frequently, he said, she would leave the 
house, and sometimes when she was in an 
ugly temper he would tell her if she did 
not behave she would have to take her 
things and get out of the house. He sald 
at times she went away and he would go 
after her and take her back home; he de- 
clared he was sorry for her and did not 
want her to suffer. He denied, in answer —* 
to questions, that he had ever struck her.’ 
“She was not right in her head,” he said, 
“and I had pity on her beeause she was a 
poor ereature and I always took her back.”’ 
Sometimes, he said, she would come back 
alone at 2 or 3 o'clock in the morning. 

He said she had more clothes than she 
wanted. She would not “put on anything— 
she would have one wrapper. Whenever she 
needed clothes I] bought them, and I at- 
tended to her myself because my wife did 
not want her. 

He told of an Incident shortly before she 
left. which the plaintiff had enlarged upon. 

While he was in the basement. he said, 
he heard her quarreling upstairs. His 
wife told him she became angry because 
she was asked to go to lunch. When she 
heard him coming she ran out of the 
house, ; 

“The weather was fearful,”’ he mid. “It 
was about 10 degrees above zerd. I asked 
my wife what she had on. ‘A blue wrap- 
per,’ she said. She never had occasion to 
wear warm clotites. I went outside and 
saw her sitting on the sidewalk. I said, 
‘Hattie, what's the mater with you?’ She 
said, ‘leave me alone.’ . “you will 
freeze. If you don't want to come ; 
to my house take your clothes and go. 
She ald, ‘I wouldn't go ‘vith you.

made the same complaint. In Friday's 
Post-Dispatch a special news dispatch 
from Torunto, Canada, stated that Sir Wil- 
fred Laurier, the Canadian statesman, as- 
serts that “lynchings, murders and divorce 
evils in the United States were due to the 
absence of religious teaching in the com- 
mon schools of that country.”’ There is a 
widespread belief that children taught in 
the public schools ure left without proper 
guidance as to right and wrong. 

in order to get the facts in regard to the 
public schools of St. Louis the Post-Dis- 
patch asked Superintendent of Schools 
Soldan to make a brief statement. Prof. 
Soldan say's: 

“When-the teaching of ethics was made 
@ regular part of the work in the St. Louis 
public schodols, setting apart a half hour 
per week throughgut the year in every 
grade, to lessons on the conduct of lite, it 
Was an absolute innovation and was taken 
as afad. I believe today that every teach- 
er in the St. Leuis public schools feels the 
usefulness of this practice.

Chief of Detectives Desmond went to see 
“Raffies’’ Friday night. 
first ‘“‘gentleman thief’’ to be studied by 


Desmond, but the circumstances surround- 
ing his case are exceptional and aroused 
Desmond's curiosity. Nor did Desmond try 
to “sweat’’ Raffles. He simply sat and 
witched him—and also watched the audl- 
ence at the Century Theater, where Raf- 
fle is operating. 

Saturday morning a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter asked the big chief what he thought 
of Raffles. Desmond had found a direct 
moral in the play and its reception. 
“That's the way!” he said indignantly.
